2. The activities of the Office of Security during 
the wesk of 16 - 16 May 1979 were highlighted by the 
following iteus: 


a. During the reporting period, routine 
reviows of unsolicited aail received by the 
Agency revealed two letters which were hostile 
in nature toward the President of the United States. 
They were turned over to the U. S. Secret Service. 
Normally, such threatening mail is quite rare. (U) 


b. The National Lawyers Guild (NLG) suit 
which began in March 1977 has reached another 
stage with the recent receipt of the plaintiff's 
interrogatories. This suit involving allegations 
of surveillance, interception of sail, etc. 
has been a difficult and prolonged litigation 
which will be even more burdensome in the future. 
Based on an initial review, it is estimated 
that it may require six menths to respend to 
these extensive interrogatories. (U) 
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@. Twelve members of the Office of Security 
will assist during SE Division's physical 
surveillance training exercise on 15-18 May. (C) 
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g- On 14 May, an Office representative 
gave a three-hour safety and health lecture 
to 11 General Services Officers enrolled in 
the Foreign Service Institute (FSI) prior to 


assignment overseas. The presentation was 
designed to help the GSO to implement a 
Post Safety Program. The FSI has requested 
that we continue our participation in this 
program and expand it to « full half day 
in the future. (U) 


h. Comprehensive security and personnel 
protection surveys were conducte 
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i. During the past week, nine comprehensive 
industrial security audit reports were completed 
and forwarded from the Industrial Security 
Branch to appropriate recipients in the Agency 
and National Procurement programs. (C)

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The Office of Security recently forwarded a memorandum 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) containing 
information of a counterintelligence nature which was 
volunteered to an Agency employee by a Soviet emigre currently 
residing in the United States.

Office of General Counsel as to whether the activity requested 
by the FBI constituted domestic counterintelligence activities 
which must be coordinated with the Department of Justice. 
Office of General Counsel in turn has requested an opinion 
from the Department of Justice and we are awaiting a response 
prior to levying any tasking on our staff employee. (S)
